Horace B. Sanders In- 


forms Police That Bride 
of Less Than a Year Was 
Shot While Moving 
Shotgun. 


CORONER DONEHOO 
ORDERS INQUEST 


Chief of Police Miller 
Finds Exploded Shell on 
Floor Below Scene of 
Fatal Shooting. 


Mrs. Lillie Mae Sanders, 22, a deaf 
mute, was shot and killed early Sun- 
day in her home, 216 Claremont ave- 
nut, East Point. The police are hold- 
ing her deaf muté husband of less 
than a year, Horace B. Sanders, 23 
years old, pending a coroner's inquest 


to be conducted today. 

Chief of Police J. W. Miller, of East 
Point, said he was holding Sanders 
on an “open” charge because he was 
not entirely satisfied with the story 
told in writing by the mute husband 
and with the circumstances surround- 
ing the shooting. 

Mrs. Sanders was killed with a 
shotgun. “Sanders told Chief Miller 
that the gun explodec accidentally 
when his wife removed it from a closet 
on the ground floor of the home. Chief 
Miller said the exploded shell, re- 
méved from the gun, was found in 
the basement of the house.. Sanders, 
the chief said, admitted removing the 
shell, saying that he was excited and 
did not know what he was doing. _. 

Sanders also wrote that he and his 
wife were removing articles from the 
closet along with the gun when the 
weapon exploded, the chief said. 

“However, in my investigation 
was unable to find that anything 
other than the shotgun had been re- 
moved from the closet,” the chief said. 
“Everything else scemed to be in first- 
class order.” 

Chief Miller said the shooting was 
reported to his office at about 9:30 
o'clock by neighbors, who were at- 
tracted to the Sanders home by the 
husband's gesticulations summoning 
help. The young woman was dead 
when the neighbors arrived, Chief Mil- 
ler said it was reported to him. The 
charge from the gun struck the young 
woman in the cheek. 

“It's a most peculiar case,” Chief 
Miller said. “The only person living 
in the house was Sanders’ mother, 
Mrs. F. B. Sanders. She was in the 
front part of the house and says she 
heard nothing until the shot was fired. 
The neighbors whom I interviewed 
said as far as they knew‘Sanders and 
his wife had had no trouble. How- 
ever, none of them was able to in- 
terpret the deaf mute language and, 
of. course, they couldn't tell whether 
their conversations were peaceable or 

Chief Miller said that Sanders gave 
his version of the shooting readily and 
wrote the details without hesitation. 

Sanders and his wife had been mar- 
ried eight or ten months, Chief Miller 
said he learned. Mrs. Sanders for- 
merly was Miss Lillie Mae Lackey, 
of Conyers. 

Chief Miller said that though the 
story told by Sanders could easily be 
true he felt it necessary to hold San-

Poll of Georgia Leaders 

Indicates Strong Senti- 
ment for Tribunal in 
This State. 


» NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—(4)—More 
than 98 per cent of the replies re- 
ceived in a survey of representative 
groups in the United States, the na- 
tional World Court committee an- 
nounced today, favor ratification of 
the World Court protocols by the 
senate. ; 

The announcement was made by Ma- 
jor General John F. O’Ryan, com- 
mander of the Twenty-seventh divi- 
sion during the war; Everett Colby, 
chairman of the group’s: executive 
committee, and Philip C. Jessup; sec- 
retary. 

A 60-page pamphlet listing 27 na- 
tional organizations which have adopt- 


ed resolutions indorsing prompt rati- 
fication, and analyzing the attitude 
of nearly 6,000 individuals, has been 
sent to members of the senate. 

The committee reported that 5,819 
individuals responded favorably, while 
only 83 objected to ratification, The 
opinion of 810 heads of universities 
and colleges was unanimous. Other 
summaries given out by the commit- 
tee were: 

Railroad officials,, 75 favorable, 
three unfavorable; life and fire insur- 
ance officials, 200 favorable, 3 un- 
favorable; professors of international 
law and international relations, 60 
favorable, 2 unfavorable; professors 
in law schools, 475 favorable, 10 un- 
favorable; city school superintend- 
ents, 1,158 favorable, 4 unfavorable;

Lower Mississippi Closer 
te Danger Point.

CLARKSDALE, Miss., Dec. 20.— 
()—More than 200 Mississippi 
refugees from towns of southern Pan- 
ola county were housed. today at 
Batesville and Sardis, driven there by 
flood waters from the rampaging Tal- 
lahatchie river, which threatened two 
more towns tonight as it burst its 
levee for the fourth time. 


_ Rains continued to fall in Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana today and no let- 
-? was forecast for tomorrow. Rain 
likewise spattered south Arkansas and 
Alabama and fog lay over the gulf 
states, heaviest about Atlanta and 
. Late today the haze was re- 
ported lifting in Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi. Tennessee was clearer and 
an Atlanta air line dispatched one 
plane for Cincinnati. 
ying conditions were bad in cen- 
tral Georgia and the weather at Ma- 
con was described as “thick.” Thom- 
asville, however, reported a_ ceiling 
of 1,000 feet and it was clear at 
Savannah and Aucusta. 

Rescue parties from Batesville and 
Sardis, in central Panola county, just 
east of here, battled through flood 
waters last night six feet deep in 
places, bringing in by boat the last 
of the marooned townspeople of 
Mimms, Carriere, Curtis Station and 
small villages in lower Panola county. 

ey reported that all refugees had 
been rounded up without loss of life 
in those three sections and were being 
fed and housed. The waters there 
were expected to begin receding to- 
morrow, but farther south, Asa and 
Crowder were endangered tonight by 
the fourth break in the Tallahatchie 
river leyee. This occurred at Asa, in- 
undating 25 square miles and forcing 
inhabitants to flee into northern Pan- 
ola county. Crowder was anticipat- 
ing high water tomorrow and resi- 
dents were preparing to move out. 

Flood waters today were creeping 
south, ending tonight into the north- 
ern portion of Quitman county. Sev- 
enty-five ‘miles south of Batesville 
both the Tallahatchie and Yalobusha 
rivers were reported rising rapidly. 

Thousands of acres of farm lands 
were under water today in Talla- 
hatchie county, where all highways, 
including the state highway hetween 
Charleston and Webb, are water cov- 
ered.

FINANCE PROBE 
10 BE RESUMED 


Leaders in Foreign Bond 
Flotations Will Be In- 
terrogated Today. 


BY CHARLES M. McCANN. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(UP)— 
The senate finance committee will con- 
tinue tomorrow its inquisitive but cau- 
tious exploration of the nervous sys- 
tem of international finance, to de- 
termine how the American investor's 
dollar is traded for European bonds, 
and how much of the dollar sticks in 
Wall Street, ‘center of the system. 


Witnesses representing Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., Dillon, Read & Co., the Chase 
National bank and perhaps the Guar- 
anty Trust Company will be_ heard. 
These leaders in foreign bond flota- 
tions will be interrogated closely on 
the manner of their operations. 

_ In its investigation, one of great 
importance to the small investor who 
takes someone else’s word for the in- 
vestment into which he puts his sav- 
ings. the senate committee is working 
by direction of the Johnson resolution. 

Senator Hiram Johnson, of Califor- 
nia, its author, believes as do many 
other congressmen that there is some- 
thing about the present foreign bond 
situation which, if disclosed, will be 
of value to the ordinary American in 
his future investments. 


These congressmen believe that 
when a foreign government seeks 
money in New York, too much of the 
money derived from the foreign bonds 
Stays in Wall street. Johnson be 
lieves heartily, too, that some loans 
have been floated about which the 
sponsors gave more thought to prof- 
its than to the s@®urity of the ulti- 
mate consumer. 

Delicate Task. 

It was apparent during the first 
two days that some members became 
impressed with the delicacy of their 
task. They want to find as*much as 
possible about the operations of the 
great New York bankers, particularly 
those specializing<in foreign loans, 
through whom American money gets 
to Europe and Europe's brightly print- 
ed bonds get into the homes or safety 
deposit boxes of small investors all 
over this country or in the vaults of 
small banks. 

But they must guard carefully 
against forcing out any information 
that would hurt the smaller banks, 
and it is to the smaller banks that 
a great portion of the foreign bonds 
go. If the banks can not sell them, 
to their customers ther must keen 
them and take any loss due to fall- 
ing market prices. 

The first two witnesses gave the 
committee little but a lesson in fi- 
nance. They were the two big ones, 
Thomas W. Lamont. of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., and Charles FE. Mitchell, chair- 
man of the $2,000,000,000 National 
City bank. 

Both Lamont and Mitchell frankly 
told the profits of their companies 
on foreign loans. Mitchell's bank, for 
instance, has floated directly more 
than &1,000,000,000 in foreign loans, 
and has participated in the flotation 
of &3,000.000,000 more. Its profits 
on.the transactions were $24,750,000. 

Describe Banking Methods. 

The two bankers told the commit- 
tee that they were merchants; that 
they sold securities and took fair com- 
missions. They described the compli- 
eated banking methods, by which a 
big bank buys a bond issue from 4 
European government oer corporation 
at a given price. sells it to a first 
marketing group in which it also par- 
ticipates; sometimes sells to a_ third 
group in which it likewise has a share, 
and then sends the bonds on to 4 
final selling group of small banks 
and hond houses. There is a com- 
mission on each sale. A bond bought 
by the original bank at 93 3-4 may 
reach the public. quickly, at 99, the 
original bank taking three profits. 

Both witnesses denied any coercion. 
They kept card catalogs of smaller 
banks, they said, and invited the 
banks to subscribe to a named share 
of the bonds. savy $100,000. Lamont. 
asked what would happen if a small 
hank declined the offer, said simply 
that he would gather the bank did not 
‘want the bonds. 

Committee members tried to extract 
admissions from the witnesses that 
they favored cancellation of the war 
debts owed this government to make 
more secure privately-floated loans. 
The hankers pointed out they were 
net holding the bonds, and advisd 
the committee to consult the small 
investor who would lose if the bond 
values collapsed. 

Mitchell, however, did add that he 
though congress ought to consider 
the problem soberly. He left the 
thought that there might be revolu- 
tion some time in countries where 
children. born after the World War. 
found themselves at maturity asked 
to pa: a war debt incurred before 
they were born.

Senate Opposition To Be 
Strong But Approval Is 
Believed Certain. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(4)— 
With eventual ification assured, 
the Hoover debt moraforium face 
tomorrow in the senate its last 
most difficult congressional hurdle. 

Leaders are hopeful of sending it 


to the White House by Tuesday, when 
congress intends to recess for Christ- 
mas. However, the oné-year postpone- 
ment of intergovernmental debts al- 
ready in effect faces opposition of un- 
determined strength from a staunch 
band of critics headed by Senator Hi- 
ram Johnson, California, republican. 

President Hoover obtained pledges 
of support from more than a majority 
of the senate last summer before he 
proposed the debt holiday. 

Republican leaders are anxious to 
get the question out of the way be- 
fore the recess and have announced 
continuous sessions will be held be- 
ginning at noon tomorrow. Final ac- 
tion would clear the way for con- 
sideration immediately_after the holi- 
days for considerati of President 
Hoover's domestic economic program. 

No Filibuster. 

Johnson has announced that he will 
not filibuster, but he and his support- 
ers plan to develop at some length 
the dangers they believe are hidden 
behind the moratorium plan. 

The pending deadlock over the elec- 
tion of a president: pro tempore may 
present a parliamentary snag to 
speedy ratification of the morato- 
rium. 

Before the debt resolution can even 
be placed before the senate for de- 
bate, the eléction must be sidetracked 
and, under the interpretation placed 
on the rules by many, a single sena- 
tor can prevent this from being done. 
Republican independents have stood 
firm through more than 20 ballots 
against Senator Moses, New Hagnp- 
shire, for the post. 

Another possible hazard to repub- 
lican plans to remain in continuous 
session rests on the lack of agreement 
from the democrats. They have made 
no promisés. 

The debate is expected to develop 
still further the already pronounced 
congressional opposition to President 
Hoover's recommendation for revival 
of the war debts commission. 

Amendment Attached. 

The moratorium resolution came 
from the house with an amendment 
attached expressing the opposition of 
congress to revision or cancellation of 
the war debts. 

Opponents of the debt holiday con- 
tend it is the “opening wedge” to can- 
cellation of the war debts due_ to 
America, which would throw the bur- 
den of the war upon taxpayers in this 
country. 

Some of them also claim its chief 
benefit has been to international 
bankers, rather than the people of 
the country as a whole. 

To develop the truth of this claim, 
the senate finance committee has been 
investigating the flotation of foreign 
securities in this country. 

*This inquiry will be resumed tomor- 
row morning, with representatives of 
Kuh. Loeb & Company: Dillon. Read 
& Company, and the Chase National 
bank called to testify. 

Thomas VW. Lamont. of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Company, testified last week 
to the flotation of $1,800.000,000 of 
bonds through his firm, and Charles 
FE. Mitchell, chairman of the National 
City bank, told of handling $1,071,- 
000,000 through the National City 
Company. 

Senator Walsh, Massachusetts dem- 
ocrat. and a member of the finance 
committee, said today he would vote 
“unhesitatingly for ratification” of the 
moratorium. 

Reiterating his opposition 
cellation, in whole or part, 
debts. the senator said: 

“The senate in my judgment will 
give a poor account of itself and be 
subject to well deserved criticism if. 
in the present crisis, with the press of 
urgent emergency legislation, it dallies 
and temporizes with the moratorium 
resolution. Certainly we should not 
recess for the @hristmas holiday un- 
til the moratorium resolution is dis-

Fate of Swarthmore Stu- 
dent Remains Unknown 
After Day of Searching. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—(#. 
After a day of intensive but fruitless 
search, Clare J. Penfield, wealthy 
Columbus, Ohio, chain store opera- 
tor, confessed tonight he was com- 


pletely baffled in the hunt for his 
daughter, Virginia, 19, student of a 
fashionable Swarthmore school, who 
has been mysteriously missing since 
Thursday. 

“We're up against a blank wall,” 
he said on his return to his hotel 
after a day spent with detectives. 
“We traced her from a department 
store to the Broad Street station, one 
city block, and there we're stumped.” 

“We've been simply deluged with 
clues, telephone calls, messages and 
offers of aid,” he added, “but the 
clues have all petered out. I simply 
can’t figure it out.” 

Penfield, who flew here from Co- 
lumbus Saturday morning after his 
daughter had failed to arrive home 
from the fashionable Swarthmore 
school for the Christmas holidays, 
spent the entire day running down 
each lead in company with detectives. 

Numerous porters and trainmen 
were questioned, some of them having 
reported seeing the girl board trains 
in various sections of the city. The 
disagreement among these men, how- 
ever, has caused the investigators to 
practically discard their clues. 

“IT think it’s a little too late to 
hold to the kidnaping theory,” Pen- 
field said. “I feel quite sure there 
would have been some communica- 
tion before this, had she been ab- 
ducted. 

“The police have made such a care- 
ful check of the hospitals and found 
nothing that we have about checked 
me raga possibility from. the list,

Penfield expressed belief that over- 
study may have had something to do 
with the strange disappearance of his 
daughter.

Johnson has 
been convicted for the murder of his 
brother-in-law and sentenced to die 
Monday, December 21. 

Upon Johnson’s departure, English 
Gaskin, who had been occupying one 
death cell alone, was put into the 
cell with Gay in Johnson's place.

Deputy Sheriff B. H. Ellis and his 
son, L. H. Ellis, were with Gaskins 
today and said they would remain 
here until after the electrocution. 

Gaskins is a meat cutter by trade. 
He was born in Chesterfield, S. C., 
dropped out of school after completing 
the fourth grade, joined the Mission- 
ary Baptist church at the age of 12. 
He lived in DeLand, Fla., and Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., before moving to Liberty 
county, Georgia. 

His first wife is still living in South 
Carolina. He was married to his sec- 
ond wife for six years and three chil- 
dren were botn to them. He showed 
photographs of members of his family 
to newspapermen today, and tears 
flowed freely as he spoke of his five- 
year-old daughter, Virginia.

THOMASVILLE, Ga., Dee. 20.— 
Living up to a “buy home products” 
slogan, one retail grocery merchant 
of Thomasville has kept books in de- 
tail on the money he has paid out 
for home-grown and home-raised food 
and produce from January 1 to De- 
cember 1, 1931. The result affords 
an interesting indication of what 
could be accomplished in the way of 
using at home the home-grown prod- 
ucts of a locality, if every merchant 
would adopt this plan. 

The books show this merchant has 
purchased from local producers the 
following items in the cash amounts 
indicated : Home-grown hams, 
$2,880; bacon, $2,688: butter, $1,680; 
eggs, $1,440; milk and cream, $1,440; 
turnips, $458; sausage, $408; meal, 
$268; sweet potatoes, $201; syrup, 
$48; honey, $48. There was also a 
miscellaneous purchase account that 
included chickens, turkeys, ducks, 
geese and vegetables of great varie- 
ty that footed up another $3,000, 
making a grand total of $14,559 
paid out to farmers, truckers and 
poultry raisers in his home county 
for their products. “All these prod- 


ucts were paid for either in cash or 
in trade at his store.

No more heavy work is ahead for 
the Georgia Tech Jackets, Coach W. 
A. Aléxander said Sunday after his 
return from New Orleans and the con- 
ference meeting there. His team meets 
the California Bears next Saturday. 

‘According to the report of ecoach- 
es, the boys looked good Saturday.” 
he said. “We have just the varsity 
squad and a few scrubs who wanted 
to stay for the game. So we won't do 
much more scrimmage work, if any. 

“We will start Monday afternoon 
drilling on fundamentals and perfect- 
ing our offense through signal work. 
Signal drills will be emphasized so 
as to polish up the passes and the — 
running game and give us as much 
timing as possible. 

LONG CAMPAIGN. 

“The boys don’t seem to mind the 
fact that they have worked since Sep- 
tember. They didn’t look so good 
when [ left for New Orleans, but I

don’t look so bad over the football landscape. 

It is obvious that the two things we need most are a slightly

ing. up the attendance. 

he Army coach stated that he liked 
the south and admired southern foot- 
ball greatly, but that he was very well 
connectéd at West Point and added 
that it might be very foolish to leave. 

A desire for an active head coach’s 
job and the southern climate are said 
to the main attraction for Jones 
regarding a change. 

PRAISES CADETS. 

The Army man spoke highly of Ma- 
jor Ralph Sasse’s team during the past 
season and said that the Cadets were 
“right” the day they beat Notre Dame, 
12-0. He praised Ray Stecker, the 
Cadets’ leading back. 

Captain Jones also spoke highly of 
southern boys who had played foot- 
ball at West Point, notably ‘Red” 
Cagle, of louisiana, and “Polly” 
Humber, of Eatonton, Ga. 

Speaking of Cagle, he said that he 
was one of the most gifted runners 
and passers he had ever seen. “He 
couldn't kick and that was all that 
kept him from being perfect.” 

Jones also deplored the death. of 
Dick Sheridan, Augusta boy, killed in 
the game with Yale. 

“The fatal injury came just after 
Parker, of Yale, had run to his touch- 
dewn. Our boys were going down 
hard on the kickoff, and just as Dick 
went to make the tackle he had his 
head bent back in such a way that a 
vertebrae was fractured.” 

Captain Jones defended charges of 
subsidizing athletes made against 
Army some time ago. 

“We get more applications from 
athletes than We can handle and we 
deal with them precisely as with any 
other student in regard to admitting 
them and making them follow regula- 
tions,” he declared. 


BOOTH LAUDED. 

The Army coach also saw fit to 
praise Albie Booth, of Yale. as a 
“wonderful little sportsman” and one 
of the greatest competitive athletes 
of all time. 

“I never knew Booth until last fall, 
when I met him and found him to be 
a perfect gentleman. I think it po:- 
sible that Booth is greatly misjudged 
down south, as some of the folks 
down here seem to regard him as beiug 
a bit ‘eocky’ and spoiled by praise. 

“It is too bad that 
should be a victim of a disease that 
I am fearful will keep him from fin- 
ishing his college career,” 
concluded, 

It also is Jones’ belief that Booth 
was worked too hard for his physique 
in three branches of athletics.

| The coaches, in one brief statement, covered the entre 
field. The entire list of rules and regulations compiled by the 
conference could be thrown away and this statement substituted. 


It is reproduced as presented: 
“We have talked to practically cvery coach in the Southern con- 
ference and know thir convictions. What they want is equality in con- 
'ditions underlying intercollegiate athietic com>etition. Seme of the 
coaches do not feel authorized or fre> to state their views, and we are 
undertaking to statc, not merely our views, but those of the coaches of 
' the conferencs. 
‘We favor high scholastic standards. We would far rather work with 
men who are in every sense true college men, than with those who are 
| mot. | 
‘We are opposed to solicitation of proszective athietes. 
“We believe that athletic directors and coaches shou'd not initiate 
_cerresvondence with prospective athletes; should not’ promise ‘emp'oy- 
ment, etc., all to the end that students in preparatory schools abso- 
| lutely free to make sclection of college in a free and deliberate way. And, 
of course, we belicve that we should not in any manner encourage others 
'te do what we would not directly do. : 
| “We wish mereiy to take the boys who voluntar_ly come to our fields, 
in their own way, and build our teams from them. i 
| “We believe thst athletes should have no scholarships, privileges or 
advantages that are not available to all students. 
“‘All that the coaches ask, is that all institutions have identical stand- 
_ards and practices. 
: “To provide machinery for enforcement of uniform scholastic stand- 
ards, and all other standards to maintain football as a purely amateur 
sport in every sense of the term, and to promote confidence and elimi- 
mate whispered suspicion we favor the selection of a commissioner 
clothed with full power. i . 

“We are making this as a statement, not only of our convictions, but 
because we know it contains the convictions of the coaches of the South- 


ern conference.

Christmas Trade Maintains — 


to Last Year’s

NEW, YORK; Dee. 20.—(4)— 
Christmas buying followed its tradi- 
tional uptren Sate the pre-holiday 
week just ‘passed, while manufactur- 
ers turned their attention to year- 
end inventory taking, and the pros- 
pects of 1932, 

The heavy lines such as steel fell 
into their accustomed late December 
stagnation, considerably accentuated 
by the preceding low rate of activity 
this year. 

Continued unsettlement in foreign 
economic affairs, and such major 
problems at home as railway finances 
and wages, and the matter of in- 
creasing government revenues, were 
imponderable elements in the 1932 
outlook that were reflected in a de- 
cided hesitancy of business leaders to 
comment on the prospects of the next 
few months. 

Nevertheless, the early months of 
the year vsually experience a good 
seasonal upturn in good times or bad. 
The unexpected tardiness of active 
production of new automobile models 
leaves one major industry with a swb- 
stantial amount of manufacturing to 
be done early in the new year. 

In every succeeding day of.the past 
week, reports on retail trade indicat- 
ed a gain over the preceding day. 
While dollar value is expected to be 
about 15 per cent less than a year 
ago, present business in terms of ton- 
nage compares fairly well with last 
year. The keynote of consumer buy- 
ing continues to be placed with utili- 
tarian Christmas merchandise. Buy- 


ing was good in women’s. wear, pewter 
sets, fitted Ye a cases, electrical 
appliances, children’s dpparel and un- 
dergarmenta, 

e steel industry is expected to 
drag along around one-quarter of ca- 
pacity during the holiday week. Price 
weakness appears to ve deferred 
first-quarter buying, and the expect- 
ed demand for steel from the auto- 
mobile industry has been deferred. 
With settlement of the wage negotia- 
tions, the railroads are expected to be 
in the market for a fair amount of 
steel. Car loadings, as reported for 
the week after Thanksgiving, made 
a fair comeback, but the norma] sea- 
sonal tendency is downward during 
the last three weeks of the year. 

The week was distinctly encourag- 
ing for copper. The price, recently 
close to 6 cents a pound, was boosted 
to above 7, as Phelps Dodge Corpora- 
tion, one of the large prducers, re- 
considered its withdrawal from the Ex- 
port Association, and an agreement on 
curtailment of production seemed 
nearer. Rubber was also helped by 
reports that Dutch producers were 
taxing a more friendly attitude to- 
ward restriction. Sugar was some- 
what depressed by the adjournment of 
the Paris producers’ conference until 
after the holidays. 

As result of the recent softening of 
gasoline prices, a movement was start- 
ed in the petroleum industry for fur- 
ther shutting down of production, and 
some-refiners announeed that’ they 
would suspend operations one day a 
week,

SWIFT RECOVERY 
STAGED BY BONDS 


BY VICTOR EUBANK. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—(?)— 
After being kicked around for the past 
two months as a financial orphan, the 
bond market staged a dramatic recov- 
ery at the week-end, 

Although the securities mart has 
had its ups and downs—principally 
downs recently—veteran traders de- 
clared that never before in their mem- 
ory had there been such a _ tremen- 


dous upheaval of prices as occurred 
Friday when the majority of listed is- 
sues jumped from 1 to 12 points. 
Expectation that there would be 
some reaction during Saturday's short 
session was not fulfilled and most 
of the loans continued their upward 
swing, although the advance was 
somewhat more orderly than in the 
preceding session. 

Various factors, according to in- 
vestment bankers, caused the right- 
about-face. In the first place, they 
said, bonds were selling out of all 
proportion to actual values. At the 
same time, with dealers pointing out 
to their customers the various “gifts” 
in the market, it was reported in well- 
informed financial quarters that a 
banking pool had been’ foermed to 
support high-grade issues and pre- 
vent further wide breaks. ‘ 
Coupled with this report were in- 
dications that the railway situation 
was due for improvement with prob- 
abilities that the union workers 
would atcept a 10 per cent wage re- 
duction. Also the testimony of 
Thomas W. Lamont, of J. P. Morgan 
& Company, at Washington, that the 
German short-term credit situation 
was not as embarrassing to Wall 
Street as had been rumored, was cred- 
ited with doing much to start a re- 
covery. 

Leading in the spectacular advance 
were the badly battered rails. In the 
Friday session it seemed that all in- 
vestors had the same idea at the same 
time. That was that rail bonds were 
apparently at “rock bottom” and now 
was the “time to get aboard.” The 
result was that the carrier loans 
jumped from 6 to 9 points in such 
a short time that many buyers had 
difficulty in getting their orders 
filled. 

United States government issues, 
which have been sagging to new lows 
for the year, also took on a new lease 
of life and followed the exuberant 
rails in the upward climb. The utili- 
ties and industrials were not far be- 
hind and bidding for most of these 
loans brought them up to their high- 
est prices in many weeks. 

Foreign obligations were not neg- 
lected in the buying rush and most 
of this list advanced several points, 
the Argentines, Germans and Japa- 
nese loans showing impressive gains, 
The average for 60 corporate securi- 
ties advanced 2 points Friday and 
took on a further gain of 1.5. points 
in Saturday’s two hours of trading. 


PICK-UP PREDICTED 
IN POWER BUILDING 


CHICAGO, Dee. 20.—(?)—V. D. 
Simons, Chicago industrial engineer, 
sees a quick pick-up in power build- 
ing. He said today that American 
public utility companies would soon 
hegin preparing to meet an enlarged 
demand for their services as normal 
conditions return, because since busi- 
ness recession began they have added 
new business, which, operating at a 
normal rate, would more than offset 
that which was lost owing to low- 
ered industrial activity and cessation 
of new construction. 

The outlook, Simons said. was 
based on reports of the installed ca- 
pacity of the utilities today. and upon 
replies from scores of utility heads 
favorable to a recently announced 
“joint firm power-plan” to link utility 
and industrial plants into power-pro- 
ducing units at many industrial sites 
in the United States.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 20.—(H)— 
After ruling sluggish the greater part 
of the week, the cotton market devel 
oped a decidedly firmer tone near the 
end, advancing more than a dollar 
a bale Friday. The early dullness 
and somewhat easier tone was due to 
drastic liquidation in the stock mar- 
ket. ‘ 
Despite the absence of speculative 
trading, due to the conditions pre- 


vailing in stocks, the market gave 
way but slowly, being supported by 
firmness in spots and trade buying 
on the scale-down. As a result, the 
lowest levels reached in the first 
half of the week were losses of only 
12 points from the close of the pre- 
vious week, 


in the stock market was romptly 
followed by a jump of 21 to points 
in cotton contracts. Although some 
profit-taking developed Saturday, , the 
week closed with active positions show- 
ing gains of a dollar a bale, compared 
with the close of the preceding week. 

The steadiness of cotton in face of 
the drastic, liquidation in the stock 
market most of the week convinced 
traders that only the smallest encour- 
agement was needed to start prices 
upward. The sharp rally confirmed 
this impression and the week closed 
with a much more confident feeling in 
evidence,

mand largely for export, with Japan 
and China liberal buyers and with 
a good demand from the co-operative 
associations and large spot interests 
for investment purposes. The demand

RELIEF EXPENDITURES 


INCREASE SHARPLY 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—(#)—Fig- 
ures indicating that present relief ex- 
penditures in the United States and 
Canqda are more than double those of 
a year ago were published today by 
the Russell Sage Foundation. 

More than 400 private relief agen- 
cies and public departments in 81 of 
the larger cities supplied figures show- 
ing their October expenditures, not 
inclnding administration, reached $10,- 
717,000, an increase of 113 per cent 
over October, 1930, and 400 per cent 
over that time in 1929. 

Some of the items, Ralph G. Hur- 
lin, who collected the data for the 
foundation’s department of statistics, 
said, were due to newly instituted old 
age relief, but most of them were due 
to increased unemployment succor. 

Detroit, Tulsa and San Antonio, he 
reported, recorded an actual decrease 
under last year, but New Orleans’ 
cost went up more than 100 per cent; 
Portland, Ore., 877 per cent, and Phil- 
adelphia, 488 ‘per cent. In Wilming- 
ton, Del., expenditures rose 275 ” 
cent and New York's figures ascended 
268 per cent.

1,267 Plants Modernized

and that I be given the opportunity 
to make a sworn statement to 
made a part of the record of the in- 
vestigation of the committee, whenever 
the matters in question have been 
passed upon by the courts. 

“For, having carefully studied the 
testimony I positively affirm, with- 
out hesitation, that there is not a 
single item of testimony which can- 
not be explained to the satisfaction of 
any fair-minded person.”
